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| THE CONNIVING HOUSE.

AY dreams are, I fear, sadly out of 
order in our busy modern life, and 
ethe man who pauses to think or to look 
back is like enough to be pushed aside, 
and to lose his place in the onward rush 
towards that gréat thing, Progpess—what- 
ever it may mean. Yet there are times—

To reach the City of Dublin €rom Sandy- 
mount to-day is a matter of a few minutes’ 
run in an electrically driven tramcar or 
a helter-skelter motor ‘bus. But what a 
business it was long ago, and how 
leisurely’ Let us hear what a Mr. Dun- 
ton, writing in 1698, had to say about it: 
‘The first ramble 1 .took this - morning | 
was ta take my farewell of Ringsend.

Rigcteid Beidge, and lodking at the 
Dedder-of to-day, it must seem hard to 
beBesa lhat the river ever was so ‘turba- 
dent as to sweep away from that very spot 
twa ‘bridges"that.spanned the stream be- 
fore the present one was built. Without 
@oabt, Tt was a disorderly river in those 
dond ago-davs, and thought nothing ot 
ara úi nu! Lconmon folk, whose 
phhrpwewme out ol tiie was far too unim- 
portant an event to call for even com- 
ment, much less action. But when it had 
the aifdacity to tumble to death a citizen 
of name and position in the person of 
Mr. Johu. Usher, on his venturing to.cross 
ttby"the “recognised means of stepping 
stones, such an outrage on the part of the 
unruly river could not be overlooked, and 
Ballsbridge was built as a consequence. 
“Our, watcher on the bridge of Ringsend, 
day-dreaming back through time, might 
note in the closing years of the eighteenth 
century the enterprise of one Councillor 
Vavasour in building banks to confine the 
Dodder between fixed boundaries, and the 
reclaiitiing by the same gentleman of the 
marsh “lands on either side, and, the 
eventual making of Bath avenue and: Lon- 
don Bridge road. Presently in tie 
picturé would appear a. not too strongly 
built toll-bridge connecting the two new 
roadways. The dreamer’s eye might sweep 
across the wide and wooded landscape that 
sivetehed away to the hills without noting 
many, buildings. Here and there a factory 
or-a-mill. an odd residence or so, and 
probably through the trees he would mark 
the thatched roof of the Bird Tavern et 
the corner of Sandymount avenue and the 
Rock road. 


NO LACK OF ADVENTURE. 


That cosy inn was not only a regular 
halting place for travelling folk approach- 
ing the city, but was a favourite resort of 
citizens who sought a day's outing in the 
country with the certainty of rest and re- 
ireshment, and who.probably snatched a 
féarful joy from the risks of the journey 
back to town; for risks there certainly 
were. Was it not at or near Ball’s Bridge 
—to be precise, opposite to the long- 
forgotten Nursery of Messrs. Roe and Duff 
—that. Excise Officer Doyle and Mr. 
Southern, the distiller, were, in spite “é?” 
stout resistance, not only robbed, out 
sadly knocked about and beaten, and that, 
too, at eight o'clock on a September even- 
ing? Later on the same Bighte—h was a 
Friday—the ‘“ Banditte’’ (thus.-are the 
highwaymen called)» operating; on the 
Ringsend road shot and. grievously 
wounded a poor car-driver who tried to 
save his passengers hy Jashing’ his horse 
toa gallon, Adventute lit héef’stars every 
night then, and for alfwhose blood was 
hot there was no lack of adventure. 

The road from Ringsend to the Pigeon 
House is, as a rule, a quiet, unfrequented 
one. Perhaps, therein lies its charm for 
those who, like myself, love it. At no 
time is that charm more potent than on a 
summer or autumn evening, when there 
js a full tide in the river, and the dusky 
shadows are creeping across the waters. 
The city’s smoke can be seen, but the 
noise of its turmoi] cannot be heard, and 
the remoteness from rush, and hurry is 
soothing and gives a sense of rest. ” 
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The South Wall was commenced in 
1748, and by 1755 it had been extended as 
far as to where the Pigeon House now Is. 
It was finished to Poolbeg in 1796, Ly 
which date the lighthouse had been nearly 
thirty years erected. However quiet the 
road now jis, it was probably loneliness 
itself in those long ago @ays—so lonely 
that such Ringsend folk as were about on 
a wild dark night in February, 1794, 
might well’ have wondered on what quest 
was bound a muffled figure that fared into 
the darknéss on that deserted “sea“rond: 
That muffled ficure bore a namefthat had 
stood for much among his fellows, and his 
was a high station in the Dublin of that 
day. But things had happened, and» be 
had been called on to clear himself of 
certain charges. Harassment and worry 
had been doing their work, and were 
whispering to him as he hurried seaward 
through the night that out there he would 
find escape from trouble. Let us hope he 
did, and that it was well with him. His 
was the refuge of liie’s beaten ones, al 

Any regular reader of the AE pers-s 
familiar with big fish stories.” Perhaps, it 
was after listening to some ancient angler 
that David gave off that hasty character- 
isation of all men with which We are 
familiar. In the year 13351 there was a 
grievous tamine in Ireland, 
people of Dublin suffered with the Fest ; 
but. on the 24th June, they received un- 
expected relief by the casting ashore by 
the mouth of the Dodder of a prodigious 
number of large fish called Turleyhides. 
I quote from the actual description :— 

‘“They were from thirty to forty feet long, 
and so ‘bulky that two tall men placed one 
on each side of the fish could not see one 
another. The Lord Justice, Sir Anthony 
Lucy. with his#gervants and many of the 
citizens, killed above twa hundred of them, 
and gave leave jg the poor to carry them 
away at their pleasure.”

These Turleyhides must have suffered 
grave discémlort from crowding, in their 
heroic self-sacrificing rush up the river 
to east themselves ashore—and what a 
quaint spectacl€ it must have been to see 
the people saree ng them away!

Should® The Banks Tell ? 


I received several queries concerning my 
‘recent paragraph on the question of the 
tight of Governments in these islands to 
take itiquiries ihto the private affairs of 
a bank’s customers; I have consulted 
expert opinion on the subject, and find 
that, so far as the Free State banks are 
concetned, at any rate, the Government 
has no*right to inspect private agcounts 
and never has made the attempt. 

What does happen is that, for con- 
venience sake, a bank is required to supply 
information concerning dividends that 
) pads: through its hands; but that is more 
‘a matter of bopk-keening than anything 
else. “The point that matters to the 
ordinary bank customer is that his, or her, 
account is sacrosanct in the eyes of the 
bank. No Government has a right to 
demand private information from a bank; 
and, at any rate, no bank would dream of ' 
giving it. 


Mr. William ACacBride.

Mr. MacBride is a 
silent worker, and when not engaged in 
his studio is away in his little yacht, gain- 
ing great inspiration along the coast of 
Ireland. He is a keen yachtsman, an 
active member of the Howth Sailing Club, 
and owns the 17-footer Leila, which is 
constantly to be seen breasting the winds 
around the promontory. 


Belfast Tramways Appointment. 


There has been much curiosity recently 
in the transport world as to who would 
be appointed by the Belfast Commission 
to fill the vacancy in the city tramways 
managership, whch has long been looked 
upon as one of the “ plums ” of the tram- 
ways world. 

I understand that the appointment has 
now been offered to Mr. W. Chamberlain, 
the manager of the Leeds city tramways 
undertaking, and an official notification of 
his acceptance will probably soon be made. 

When the vacancy was advertised Mr. 
(Chamberlain did not make an application 
for the appointment, but members of a 
deputation from Belfast who have been in 
England examining tramways systems 
there interviewed Mr. Chamberlain a few 
days ago and offered him the post. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s salary in Leeds is 
£1,500 per annum, and I hear that the 
salary offered by the Belfast authorities is 
£2,250 per annum. 


Ghe New anager. 


Mr. Chamberlain is 50 years of age, 

and went to Leeds in 1925 from Oldham, 
Lancashire, where he had been ‘tramways 
manager and engineer for seven vears. 
He had previously been with the Mersey 
Docks and Harbour Board. 
In Leeds Mr. Chamberlain has effected 
notable changes in the tramways adminis- 
tration. He is a keen advocate of cheap 
fares. and only a few weeks ago he intro- 
duced a 2d. maximum fare from the centre 
of Leeds to anv of the city boundaries. 
The maximum fare on the system is 3d., 
and by this passengers ‘may’ travel from 
Leeds to Guiseley, about eight miles from 
the centre of the city. 

Last year he introduced a scheme by 
which during school holidays children up 
to the age of 15 could be taken from any 
part of the city to any public park in the 
city for a penny return fare, and this has 
proved very popular.

On inquiry, I find that there has re- 
cently been installed there a new system 
of lighting by electricity, which certainly 
has the effect of daylight. I learned that 
all artificial light, even the white-lookin 
electric, has a de! lous. excess of 
and yellow rays, which blacken green pig- 
megt and make yellow pigment reddish 
or muddy. After many experiments, Mr. 
Davidson, of the Corporation Electricity 
Department, has ‘discovered that the 
harmful rays are sto if they pass 
through a glass. filter of the complemen- 
tary colour, blue. . Those filters are now 
in use in the Gallery, and there can be 
no doubt about it but the colour tone 
values are correctly seen when the electric 
light is on. In fact, the pietures can now 
be seen with more satisfaction by night 
than by day. as any of my readers can 
prove for themselves. It is the first 
Gallery. in those. islands “to instal a 
system so satisfactory.

Fishing Facts. 


Apropos of the address of the Minister 
for Fisheries at Monday's meeting of the 
Dublin Rotary Club, a Wexford corre- 
spondent tells me that some of the local 
fishermen are bitterly disappointed at the 
net results of their arduous labours. 

He instances a recent case where a 
family of five fishermen, who have a motor 
fishing boat, sent two boxes of plaice 
weighing 2 cwts. to Dublin. The boxes 
fetched 18s., while the expenses were— 
freight 7s. 2d., cartage 1s., returned 
| empties 6d., telegram 1s., and commission 

ls. 6d. 

It will be observed that while the freight 
was 7s. 2d., the poor fishermen only re- 
ceived 6s. 10d. 

On. another occasion this particular 
family sent 17 cwt& of plaice to Milford 
Haven, and they only received 27s. from 
the fish factors.

New Test Cricketers. 


Whatever criticism may be levelled at 
the selectors for their choice of the Eng- 
land XI. to meet the West Indians at 
Lord’s, a good case can be made out for 
bhoth Mr. D. R. Jardine and H. Smith, 
the two. who are new to Test match 
cricket. If Mr. Jardine had had the time 
to play more regularly he would, doubtless, 
have. represented his country long .before 
this. He is a batsman equipped with all 
the strokes, and is competent and efficient 
in the field. In twelve innings last year 
he séored 926 runs, with an average of 
92:60. 

Figures also. speak eloquently of the 
quality of H. Smith, the Gloucestershire 
wicket-keeper, not to be confused with 
E.. J. Smith, of Warwickshire, who has 
previously played for England. In first- 
class’ matches last year H. Smith dis- 
missed 67 “batsmen, which was more ‘than 
any other wicket-keeper did. But his 
crowning performance was to keep wicket 
for his county through three matches and 
allow only one bye: in four innings, while 
1,374 runs were scored and 23 wickets fell.

‘WHEN MUSIC 


. FLOURISHES. 


A NEW THESIS OF 
MUSICAL HISTORY, 


————- 


(REVIEWED BY “OBLIGATO.') 


66 E. History of Music,” by Mr. 
Cecil Gray (London: Kegan Paul. 
12s. 6d. net), is a volume in the library 
of new and original studies appearing 
under the general title, “The History of 
Civilisation.”’ It is, therefore, not a text- 
book, but a study for ‘.e general reader, 
or (as the prospectus states) for ‘‘the 
music-lover rather thaa the = music- 
student.” Equally, it is not a reference 
book, but assumes in the reader some little 
knowledge of the rubject and a readiness 
to go to the reference books for details. 
timulating to thought, and even pro- 
voking at times, Mr. Gray's study is re- 
markable for its frequently challenging of 
judgments that have been repeated so 
often as to be deemed truths. The writing 
of musical histories has been largely a 
ame of “ follow-my-leader,’’ with too 
ittle independent examination of the 
material, and no alacrity in correctins 
old conclusions in the light of later and 
more specialised studies. 
When Mr. Gray differs from judgments 
that have been delivered to students year 
after year, he does so partly as the result 
of thinking and looking into things for 
himself, and partly in company with in- 
vestigators, whose work has tended to 
weaken current conclusions—investigators, 
for example, like Mr. Peter Warlock and 
M. Romain Rolland in their respective 
departments of study. 
is work further takes a tone of its 
own, in so far as it is designed to present 
a thesis, which seems original, and cer- 
tainly is uncommon. 


A READING OF HISTORY. 


In its shortest form, the thesis is this: 
that ‘‘ whenever and wherever the specifi- 
cally Christian, medieval, or romantic 
values—they are all in essence the same 
thing—are in the ascendant, music Is uni- 
versally regarded as first and foremost 
among all the arts; that when the pagan, 
classical, or eighteenth century values are 
uppermost, music is despised or misunder- 
stood, and relegated to the humblest pos!- 
tion of all.” 

Thus, Mr. Gray his 
“ History ” shows— ee, 
‘how the establishment of the Christian order 
brought about the liberation of music from 
literary shackles, and _ its triumphant 
apotheosis; how it continued to flourish i 
long as it remained in the service of the 
Christian ideals; how about 1600 the 
momentary acceptance of the Greek ideals 
entailed its renewed subservience to literature, 
and the temporary loss of its primacy amonz 
the arts; how the religious revival and the 
reaction against the Renaissance brought 
about another great musical wave, culminat 
ing in Scarlatti, Bach and Handel: how the 
classically-inclined eighteenth century again 
caused a diminution of its prestige and power 
from which it only recovered towards the end 
of the century; and how the Romantic Move 
ment resulted in a development ang expansio: 
of musical art on a scale hitherto unknow!

In view of this thesis, it is not surpris- 
ing to find that Mr. Gray refuses to dis- 
cuss the little that is known of the music 
of the. ancient Greeks, and resists the suc 
gestion of another writer that the music 
of the Greeks may have been richer and 
finer than any music we have to-day. It 
follows that for hi: the history of music 
begins with Gregorian chant. 


POINTS OF DIFFERENCE. 


It is not surprising to find, further, 
that he reverses the general treatment of 
the Renaissance musicians, the exponents 
of the Nuove Musiche, as originators of 
the modern development of music, and 
that his examination of eighteenth centu:y 
music and the school of Rameau and 
Gluck is much less sympathetic and ful! 
than his discussion of the earlier schools 
of church musicians and composers of 
secular music in the medieval period 

On most points Mr. Gray will carry hi 
readers with him. One in particular ! 
makes with considerable force: that t! 
state of secular music in the Middle aces 
is not to be judged by the meagreness “í 
recorded examples. 

Secular music either was not 
by the ecclesiastical authorities, or 
not interest them, and so was not 
served by the sole recorders of those : 
the monks and clemcs. Moreover, it 
carried on almost entirely without 
use of notation, so that there was noth: 
documentary to preserve. 


EARLY SECULAR MUSIC. 


That. the one splendid fragment 
secular vocal music of the thirteen! 
century, “‘Sumer is icumen in ’’—wh 
itself might not have survived but f 
alternative religious words—was 
isolated flowering, is a theory exposed ! 
serious doubt. Much more credible does 
it seem that this elaborate part-song w 
composed for people accustomed to mus 
nearly, if not quite, as advanced as itse!! 

Enough has been said, perhaps, to s 
that Mr. Gray’s “ History ” deserves 
spectful attention. I. should be adce 
however, that the work is richer f 
other such histories of music in its 
ferences to relative movements in sis! 
arts. -. The author is justifed in claim 
it enter alia as an attempt “ to stucy | 
art of music, not as a thing apart, but 
relation to other human activities and ! 
life generally.’’ It happens that he has 
to show divergences more often ft 
parallels, in the comparisot of mus! 
progress with the course of other art mov» 
ments.

“After the establishment of the Írish Free 
State two civil servants who had retired 
on the setting up of the new Government 
brought a test case in the Free State 
Courts. They claimed that the terms of 
retirement were not in accordance with 
Article X. of the Anglo-Irish Treaty, 
which stipulated that civil servants who. 
might retire in consequence of the change 
of Government should be -paid compensa- 
tion on terms not less favourable 
than those which would have been 
accorded “bythe “Government of: Ireland: 
Act of 1920. In the Freé State Courts 
Mr. Justice Creed Meredith ruled in 
favour of Messrs. Wigg and Cochrane on 
the essential points of their claim. Tlie 
Fee State Government appealed to the 
Supreme Court, which, by a majority, 
reversed the judgment of the lower Court, 
whereupon the civil servants took the case 
to the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council. Their Lordships upheld Mr. 
Justice Creed Meredith on all the essen- 
tial points of his judgment; and the civil 
servants seemed to have won their case 
when an incident occurred which must be 
unique in the history of the Privy Council. 
The Lord Chancellor, Viscount Cave, 
died, and it was announced in the House 
of Lords that shortly before his death 
he had written to the Prime Minister, 
informing him that ignorance of an essen- 
tial point of fact had resulted in the 
delivery of a judgment which was directly 
contrary to the judgment that would have 
been given if the full facts had been 
before the Judicial Committee. 

Large sums of money were involved in 
the Wigg-Cochrane and it was 
obvious that matters could not be allowed 
to vest where they were. In the House 
of Lords, on Wednesday, the Lord Chan- 
cellor announced that His Majesty's 
Government in Great Britain had been in

Roads, Hotels and Taxes. 


At the annual meeting of the Royal 
Irish Automobile Club, held in Dublin 
yesterday, many cheerful things were said 
concerning the present state of motoring 
in Ireland. The Club’s membership is in- 
creasing; the country’s roads are vastly 
improved, and the hotels are considerably 
better than they were a few years ago. 
Even now, however, four great needs 
are suffered by the Lrish motorist, . He 
requires still better roads, better hotels, a 
relief from taxation, and the remova] of 
the vexations of the Border. In Northern 
Ireland the roads have been brought to a 


the vehicle that he covets. Incomes 
generally are smaller in the Free State 
than in Britain, and motoring never 
will bécume as common as in Britain 
unti] ,éars are at least as cheap. 
Men ‘are‘not discouraged, perhaps, from 
becoming motorists by reason of the 
Border that cuts across our little island ; 
but their amenities as motorists are much 
curtailed by that irrational frontier. The 
Belfast motorist is deterred from a golfing 
noliday at Greenore and the Dublin 
motorist from an enjoyable week's end at 
Rosslare or Newcastle, by the knowledge 
that elaborate papers must be prepared 
and the frontier crossed before an early 
hour in the evening. Many a tourist is 
obliged to cut the beauties of the Erne 
out of his itinerary, and many a resident 
of Northern Ireland to forego the pleasures 
of a trip to Donegal. It does not lie with 
motorists, singly or organised, to cure 
these ills forthwith; but by persistent 
endeavour they can make their wishes felt 
by the ruling powers of Dublin and 
Belfast. Motoring has brought more 
happiness to humanity, perhaps, than 
any other development of material science. 
We hope to see it bring to Ireland the 
happiness of a higher standard of living 
and of open roads between North and 


South.

Ministers’ Salaries. 


Circumstances alter cases. On paper & 
salary of £5,000 a year is an impressive 
and enviable figure, but there are circum- 
stances in which it becomes a mtnus 
quantity. Since 1835 the Speaker of the 
House of Commons has received a salary 
of £5,000. The expenses of the office, 
however, not only absorb this sum, but 
compel the Speaker to draw so heavily 
upon his private means that sometimes 
his pension of £4,000 hardly suffices to 
restore his shattered fortunes. The Labour 
Party, which hopes to be represented, 
sooner or later, in the august chair, is 
raising this salary question on the occa- 
sion of Captain Fitzroy’s election, and has 
asked for the appointment of a Select 
Committee to inquire into “the emolu- 
ments and expenses attaching to the office 
of Mr. Speaker.’’ Its view—as we think, 
a sound view—is that compensation by 
way of pension is a bad system, and that 
no outlay im excess of salary ought to 
be necessary. Accordingly the Labour 
Party suggests that some part of the 
Speaker’s expensés—for example, the 
official dinners, which cost some £1,500 
a year—shall be a charge upon the State. 
The motion for a Select Committee will 
be taken next week, and the Government 
will not resist it, Indeed, the Prime Minister 
has indicated that, if the House so desires, 
the Select Committee may be asked to 
review the whole question of Ministerial 
salaries. Probably such an inquiry will 
not be premature. While there have been 
few changes of salary during recent years, 
the duties and importance of some offices 
have changed in many ways; and now 
there is a feeling in Parliament that some 
Ministers are overpaid and that others are 
underpaid. In particular, members of all 
parties agree that the Prime Minister's 
present salary of £5,000 (without pension) 
is utterly inadequate in view of the post s 
responsibility, dignity and expenses. A 
poor man cannot hold, it with comfort, 
and his position after retirement is 
peculiarly awkward, since he cannot 
return to the practice of a profession. A 
pension for Prime Ministers is desirable 
if only, as The Times says, that men who 
have held the office may mot be faced with. 
the temptation “to write newspaper 
articles at highly inflated rates.” If, and 
when, the question of pensions for Free 
State Ministers is raised, there will be 
some lively discussions in Uait Kireann, 


New Lamps for Old. 


The Nanking Government has decided 
to change the name of Pekine to Peipin, 
and that of the Chihli Province to Hopei. 
Anxious as the Britons of Peking must be, 
they have mot lost their sense of humour ; 
for they lament Nanking’s failure to put 
the names “Pingpong’”’ and “ Mahjong’”’ 
on the new map of China. The Chinese 
Nationalists are borrowing .yet another 
fashion from Europe, where in recent 
years many familiar names of places have 
been consigned to Limbo. St. Petersburg 
hardly had become accustomed to the new 
title of Petrograd when it found itself 
re-named Leningrad. Christiania, the 
ancient capital of Norway, has become 
Oslo. In the recaptured’ territory of the 
Trentino the Italians have made wholesale 
changes, replacing German names every- 
where by their Italian equivalents. The 
Irish Free State, too, is well in the 
fashion. Kingstown has suffered a sea- 
change to Dunlaoghaire; Queenstown is 
now Cobh, to the confusion of tongue-tied 
Saxons; Bray, in its latest—though, 
perhaps, not its final—metamorphosis, was 
Bré. All these changes have been due. 
in the main, to one of two -causes- - 
political revolution and national sensitive- 
ness. In the cases of Leningrad and Peipin 
new forms of government have sought to 
obliterate all traces of’ former régimes. 
Certainly it is a less costly method than 
the Assyrian practice which razed cities 
to the ground and strewed salt upon their 
sites. In the cases of Dunlaoghaire and 
Cobh the changes are a sentimental effort 
to revive former habits of speech and 
thought. The fact that England’s place- 
nemes have remained unchanged through 
the centuries tells us three things about 
her—that she has a genius for assimila- 
tion, that her society is secure. and that 
she hates to “pose.’’ We recall only one 
attempt to change a town’s name in 
England, and that was a failure. When

Sugar Beet. 
Dr. B. J.

The primary advantage is that 
it enables a beet sugar factory to work al!

the other nine. The beet is washed and 
sliced, and then subjected to a carefull: 
worked-out system of drying by means of 
hot air, with the result that the slices 
are a permanent product, not subject 
deterioration for twelve months, at leas! 
The extraction of the sugar is actually a 
shorter process than from the raw bee! 
for there are not so many difficulties 
regard to bacteriological impurities, ti: 
colorisation and erystallisation, while t 
crystals are brilliant and uniform in s17

“ LONELY ” AS A MASTER 


OF COMMERCE. 


When the Prince of Wales attended the 
Commemoration Day celebrations of the 
London School of Economics last night 
he addressed a big gathering’ of students 
on the roof of the newly-completed build- 
ing. The Prince spoke from an impro- 
vised platform on the landing of an iron 
fire escape staircase, under a canopy of 
roses. His speech was broadcast to a 
great crowd in the hall of the building. 
After referring to the completion of the 
building, the Prince said :— 

“I should like to mention that I am com- 
memorating myself too, It is now six years 
since I was given the honour to become a 
Master of Commerce, and until a month back 
I was the only living specimen of the species: 
I:felt it a lonely position, and that it might 
some day end in preseryation in a glass 
bottle. (Langhter.) 


THE UNNAMED SCOTSMAN. 

“I am thankful to say I am no longer 
alone, because last month a man who bears 
the name of a very great and’ famous Scots- 
man got through the wire entanglements, 
stormed the fort, and joined me.

RIOTS IN ZAGREB. 


Faom '“ Tug TrMEs” Comresrusvent.. 
BEEGRADE, Friday. 

There were serious disorders’ lrst night 
in Zagreb (Agram), the capital/of Croatia. 
Feeling among: the Croatian population 
has been further excited by a report that

It has 
decided not to return to the Skupshtina 
till the Government has made proper 
reparation for the outrage. The next 
sitting of the Club will be held in Zagreb. 
This decision was taken with the consent 
of M. Raditch himself.’

THE WIGG-COCHRANE 
CASE,

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The Times, in a leading article, says :'— 
The Government have found what is pro- 
bably the most convenient way out of the 
awkward impasse created by the decision 
of the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council in the case of Wigg and Cochrane 
v. the Attorney-General of the Irish Free 
State. That case, it will be remembered, 
was concerned with the rights of pensions 
and compensation under Article 10 of the 
Irish Treaty of 1921 of certain-Irish civil 
servants formerly in the employ of the 
British Government who,were transferred 
to the Government of the Free State- 
Under Article 10 the Free State Govern- 
ment agreed to pay iair compensation on 
terms not less favourable than those 
accorded by the Government of Ireland 
Act of 1920. to judges,-offiicials and. ether 
public servants who should be discharged 
by them, or who should retire in: conse- 
quence of the change of Government. 

In May, 1927, the Judicial Committee 
allowed an appeal from a judgment of the 
Supreme Court of the Irish Free State, 
and restored a decision of the trial judge, 
Mr. Justice Meredith, in a suit brought 
by the appellants against the Free State 
Government. The latter refrained from 
carrying out the judgment of the Privy 
Council, and it was ‘subsequently dis- 
covered and admitted in. the House ol 
Commons by two of the judges who heard 
the appeal, Lord Haldane and Lord 
Dunedin, that the judgment rested on. a 
mistaken view of the facts. There appears 
to be some question, whether the attention 
of the Committee had been called to a 
certain Treasury minute of March, 1922, 
upon which the decision really depended. 
Whatever doubts may still have lingered 
as to the rights of the case were 
dispelled by the letter written. to 
the Prime Minister by the late Lord 
Chancellor, Lord Cave, on his death-bed. 
authorising him to state that, in. his 
opinion, the conclusion which he had 
drawn was probably wrong in law, ani 
that the Irish Free State had, therefore, 
a right to amend the error by Irish lagis- 
lation, agreed with the British Parlia- 
ment. 

The situation was 
almost without parallel. The decision of 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
‘Council was invested with all the formal 
infallibility which belongs in English law 
to the judgments of the ultimate 
tribunal, yet it was, in fact, admittedly 
a-wrong one. In these circlimstances, the 
normal way out might appear to be by 
legislation, and this method was actually 
suggested during the debate in the House 
of Lords by Lord Birkenhead. But, as 
Lord Reading pointed out, such. proce- 
dure would have serious disadvantages. 
Not only would it be highly undesirable 
in itself that a matter of this kind should 
be debated in both Houses of, Parliament, 
but, in addition, the persons affected by 
the legislation. would have no opportunity 
of: putting their case. On the other hand, 
a reversal by the Judicial Committee of 
its own. judgment would have been un- 
precedented. 

Faced with this awkward dilemma, the 
Government have discovered what is, per- 
haps, the only feasible solution. _Withou’ 
rehearing the particular case of Wigg and 
Cochrane they have devised a happy ex- 
pedient, by which, under the Judicia: 
Committee Act of 1833, the points in- 
volved in the case can. be submitted to 
the Judicial Committée for reconsideration 
and report. This ingenious form of pro- 
cedure will enable future cases t the kind 
to be determined without violating the 
letter or the spirit of the Constitution, 
and so enable an accidental mistake, such

NEW SCHEME, ' 


F'xoM 4 LOBBY CORRESPONDENT. 

A new scheme for the taxation of 
betting, to take the place of the existing 
betting duty, is to be submitted -to the 
House of Commons by a group ol Con- 
servative members during the Committee 
stage of the Finance Bill next week. 

It is proposed that, as from November 
1st next, there shall be, charged the. Íol- 
lowing duties in substitution of the exist- 
ing duties :—. 

On a certificate to be taken out annually 
by a bookmaker in respect of the entry for 
any betting premises kept or used by him, a 
duty of £50; : 

In respect of each person employed by him 
for the purposes of such business, £52; 

In respect of each telephone instrument 
used by him for the purposes of such bust- 
ness, £25; 

On a certificate to be taken out annually 
by a bookmaker practising on any racecourse 
or ground adjacent thereto, & 

In respect of each person employed by him 
for thé purposes of such business, . £52; 

In respect of each day on which he carries 
on such business in the chief ring, £2; 

In the middle ring, £1; 

In the small ring, 10s. 

The existing system is to tax each bet 
2 pev cent. on the course and 53 per cent. 
off the course, and to levy charges of £10 
for a bookmaker’s certificate and #10 íor 
an entry certificate in respect of betting 
premises.

The. plans for the Battlefields Pilgrimaae, 
atranged for the first week in August, are 
rapidly approaching conipletion. “The ar- 
rangements for billets, as far as the Irish 
Free State is concerned, are in the hands of 
Colonel E. G. Hart, T.C.D., who is to 
leave for Lens next week to make a per- 
sonal inspection of the billets and hotel ac- 
commodation destined for the contingent 
from this area. The Irish Free State party 
will be divided into five companies of 
approximately one hundred each, and these 


companies will be in charge of a company 
conductor and a company accommodation 
officer. 


Pilgrims will cross from English ports on 
the evening of Saturday, August 4, returning 
on the eyening of August 8, after the Service 
of Commemoration at Ypres, where wreaths 
will be laid:at-Menm Gate Memorial. 

PARIS AND BRUSSELS. 

On August 4th, before the Pilgrimage 
starts, small parties of representatives of all 
areas of the Legion will proceed to Paris and 
Brussels to lay wreaths on. the Unknown 
Soldiers’ graves in those two capitals. At 
the Brussels ceremony the Irish Free State 
will be tepresented by General Sir Wil- 
liam Hickie, and the Paris ceremony by 
Captain W. A. D, Henry. At the latter 
ceremony the privilege of rekindling the 
Flaine of Remembrance on the tomb of the 
Unknown Warrior of France has been 
allotted by the Committee of the Flame to 
the delegation from the Pilgrimage. Daily, 
to one or other of the 547 Societies of 
Anciens Combattants, regimental societies, 
or allied bodies, is granted the privilege of 
rekindling the Flame of Remembrance, and 
since 1926 the rekindling on August 4 has 
heen performed by the Paris Branch of the 
British Legion. 

On the first of this month it was found 
that the quota for the Irish Free State, as 
originally arranged, was already full, .and 
atrangements were made for the accommo- 
dation of an increased number. Since then 
numerous applications have been received at 
the British Legion Headquarters, at 28 Har- 
court street, Dublin, and it is probable that ' 
any vacancies still left will be filled up in 
the next few days, so those who have. not 
yet made up their minds about joining the 
pilgrimage hould do so as soon as possible. 
Those who have already applied in proper 
form may expect to receive, in about the 
course of a week from the London Head- 
uarters of the Legion, their tickets and an 
tiustrated booklet, each dealing with the 
tour. 

THE YPRES CEREMONY. á 

The little book just issued by the British 
Legion on the Pilgrimage contains full de- 
tails of all arrangements, and intending 
pilgrims would do well to study it care- 
fully, The officials in charge of the various 
parties have a heavy job in front of them, 
and the members of their parties can lighten 
it considerably if they are conversant with 
the general outlines of the plans for each 
day. 

At Ypres will be the TE — of 
the Pilgrimage, the Ceremony o emem- 
brance at Menin Gate. The difficulties of 
accommodation in that town have been very 
great. From 7 on the morning of August 
Sth trains will begin arriving in Ypres from 
the different towns over which the ten 
thousand pilgrims are scattered. To secure 
sufficient assembly places for the different 
companies many public buildings have been 
placed at the disposal of the pilgrims for the 
day by the Burgomaster of Ypres. Schools, 
the partially re-built barracks and the old 
»rison have been pressed into the service. 
tn the open spaces round the Menin Gate 
the pilgrims will assemble and the Service of 
Remembrance will be conducted by the Rev, 
Dr. A. C. E. Jarvis, C.M.G., M.C., Chap- 
lain-General ¢ the Forces, an address being 
given by the Archbishop of York. The 
salute will be taken in the March Fast at 
the conclusion of the service by the Prince 
of Wales, the Patron of the Legion, who 
will take up his position opposite the ruined 
Cloth Hall. ) 

GUIDES FOR THE VISITORS. 

In ali the arrangements for the piigrimage 
the members of the different associations of 
‘Anciens Combattants have been actively co- 
operating with the British Legion. Numbers 
of them have volunteered to attach them- 
selves to the various train parties and act as 
guides on the visits to the battlefields, and 
render ai: assistance possible in the billets. 

In Section II. of the British Legion book 
dealing with the Pilgrimage, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Crosfield, D.S.0., Chairman of the 
British Legion, states his firm belief that 
“ This Pilgrimage will Eee an outward and 
visible sign of the might and dignity of the 
Legion; that it will cause the Flame of our 
endeavour to burn more brightly, so that 
those erdeavours may produce still better 
results in helping the widow, the orphan and 
the disabled, and in produting that peace and 
good-will which are essential to the future well- 
being of the world.”

CHARGE OF FRAUDULENT

THE COUNTY WICKLOW CASE. 
’ Brom Ove Own CORRESPONDENT. - 
WICKLOW, Thursday. 

Twenty more witnesses were examined to- 
day, before District Justice Price,‘ in the series 
of charges preferred against Mathew Graham, 
Rathdrum, agent for the Prudential Assurance 
Company, who stands charged with having 
forged a number of names of fictitious persons 
as having died; uttering certificates.in théir 
cases or conspirmg with others to utter 
certificates, thereby intending to defraud the 
insurance company, and cateing to have 
fictitious details registered in the official 
registers 

r. Cullen prosecuted, and Mr. McCarroll 
defended | 

Rose Murphy. Shraughmore, one of the 
witnesses, said that in August, 1927, Graham 
asked for her life policy to add bonuses to it, 
and she had not seen it since, She sent her 
daughter to him, and she returned with a 
new policy, with her address altered to 
Conray. No one of her name had died in 
that locality last year. 

Julia Dunne, Ballygahan, stated that after 
paying on a whole life policy for several years, 
she complained to the defendant that she 
was paying too much, and he suggested a 
new one at one shilling a week, bringing her 
back subsequently a new policy in December, 
1925, with a changed address. In that year 
no one of her name died in the district. 

When Mr. McCarroll suggested in cross- 
examination that she had lost nothing, Mr. 
Cullen said that if it lapsed the company 
em £18 10s. on it, and she did ,not, like 
ing registered as dead. 

Bridget Carter, Avoca, who had a joint life 
policy with her husband, said that she sur- 
rendered it in 1927 for the addition of 
bonuses, and later, on being questioned, the 
defendant brought her back a similar . one, 
dated 5th July, 1927, with a different town: 
land and their ages reduced to 36 and 38, 
No Thomas Carter had died in 1927. 

Mary Anne Fox said that she never, re- 
ceived the documents in two policies taken 
out 15 years ago, and when her husband died 
in 1927 the defendant only paid her £2, and 
after great trouble another £1, and he gave 
her a policy on her own life. 

Mr. Cullen—You died twice, ma'am. 

Lily Hannify, Rathdrum, who acted as 
temporary Registrar of Births and Deaths in 
Rathdrum in January to April last, said that 
the defendant registered the death of Thomas 
Connolly, Avoca, producing a death cer- 
tificate, purporting to be signed by Dr. J. 


D. Ryan, and said that he would send a 
relative to endorse it. Later she wrote to 
him, ahd he came and said that it 
was very hard to get country people 
to come in and “sign those things: 
he asked for the register and — signed 
“Louis Connolly’’ himself :n the hook. 


During the same period Kate Murphy (accused 
of consp'racy), who gave the name of Katie 
Connor, registered a death of Thomas Connor; 
Raheenavine, witnessed it as his niece, and 
also received a certificate of the death, having 
producei the death certificate purporting to 
be signeo by Dr. Ryan She did not know 
the accused woman at that. tiie. 

Mr. Cullen said they would prove that Kate 
Murphy had in all witnessed the deaths of 
nine persons. 

Graham and also Kate and Thomas Murphy 
were remanded. 


ATTAOK ON GUARD. 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


TWO MEN SENT TO PRISON. 


the Civic Guard had a sequel at Longford 
District Court, when a man named James 
Ginty, who was charged with assaulting 
Superintendent. Liddy and Guard McTiernan, 
and obstructing them in the discharge of 
their duty, was sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment, with hard labour, for each 
offence, the sentences to run concurrently. 
Michdel O'Donnell was charged with assault- 
ing the Superintendent on the same occasion, 
and in his case a sentence of one month's 
hard labour was imposed. 

Superintendent Liddy told the Court that 
Ginty had been fighting in the street, and 
that when he ordered him away the prisoner 
struck him four blows in the face, cutting 
his cheek and causing his nose to bleed. 
Ginty had him by the collar of the coat, 
while O’Donnelli*held his: hands from* behind.: 
Ginty raised a whip handle with a crop and 
was. about to bring it down on-his head 
when a man grasped it from behind and pre. 
vented him. Civilians came to the witness's 
assistance, and .Ginty was handed over to 
the Civic Guatds. He was not drank, but he 
appeared to*have had some drink. 

James Adair, who assisted the Superinten- 
dent to arrest Ginty, said that they had to 
twist his arms. The witness grasped the 
stick with which Ginty was going to strike 
Superintendent Liddy on the head. 

Guard McTiernan said that when Ginty 
was brought to the barrack witness pro- 
ceeded to search him. Ginty said that all 
the men in the barracks would not -be able 
to search him, and he caught the witness bv 
the throat and shoved him towards the wall 
until Sergeant Ruane pulled him away. 

In the case against O’Donnell, Superinten- 
dent Liddy said that he caúbht' his (the 
Superintendent’s) arms from behind and held 
him. when he was-attacked -by Ginty. 

Ginty, 4 strong, muscular voung man, said 
that he did not know that the Superinten- 
dent was a police officer. Guard McTier- 
nan’s and Sergeant Ruane’s version of what 
occurred in the barracks was “all lies.” 

O'Donnell denied that he had held the 
Superintendent’s arms,- He-said that he was 
a workman of Ginty’s. 

Mr. Farrell, on hehalf of Ginty, expressed 
regret for the assault, and. pleaded non-iden- 
tification. 

Mr. Delany said that if blackguardism was 
allowed to override authority there would he 
an end to protection. The man was plainly 
told, not alone by the Superintendent him- 
self, hut by the crowd, thet the man he was 
assaultinc was the Superintendent. 

Mr. Kenny, D.J., said that he did not 
place anv importance-on Ginty’s apology ‘or 
regret. There was nothing sincere about his 
regret or contrité in his sorrow fór What he 
had done. His attitude in the witness box 
contradicted -himself, and, not content with 
the offence he had committed, he had added 
a further crime by his perjury. It wasta 
matter of much satisfactidn to learn of the 
part taken by the civilians who assisted that 
night in trying to preserve the peace, and he 
commended the action of the young men who 
came to the assistance of the Superintendent.

A CHICHESTER SURPRISE. 


From Our Te CORRESPONDENT. 
SCOT, Friday “Night. 

Before the racing here “this afternoon is 
dealt’ with the interesting fact may be 
mentioned that our leading jockéy—Gordon 
Richards—will gee his first mount. in Ireland

is a hard race against O'Curry here yester- 

v. 

Richards, by the way, goes to Paris to ride 
Motrico in the Grand Prix on Sunday. This 
is the colt who was second to Dark 
Lantern II. in the French Guineas, but he 
does not appear to have much Chance against 
our Derby second, Flamingo, who is very. 
confidently expected to win. 

To-day’s weather here was a great improve- 
ment on that of yesterday. It opened a little 
cloudily, but the sun came out and everything 
was serene The bookmakers had rather the 
best of it to-day, but there were three good 
winning favourites; so that speculators have 
generally had the best of it on the four days. 
Mr. Persse supplied the favourite for the first 
race, the Windsor Castle Stakes, in Lord 
Wyfold’s Reedsmouth, a big and good-looking 
chestnut. by Somme Kiss, who had obviously 
heen well tried, judging by the way he was 
supported. 

WON BY A NECK. 

He was. badly drawn, but he was able to 
overcome this handicap. and to stay on 
gamely to beat Nijinsky, who had been 
first away, by a neck, with Golden Silence 
third. The Waiontha colt was slowly away 
and was crossed at the start, which left him 
in a hopeless position. 

The Stockbridge stable, which has had a 
great week, evidently had some hope of 
winning the Hardwicke Stakes with Kin- 
cardine, for he was second favourite to 
Foliation for some time. The colt has not 
heen too sound and he finished last of all 
here, and pulled up apparently verv sore. 
Foliation won like the good mare she has 
always shown herself to be. The daughter 
of Tracery moved up to join Potocki a 
furlong from home, and drawing away soon 
alter beat Mr. Joel’s colt by two lengths. 

Mr. Harold Gray’s Sea Crag was not 
suited by the mile and a half, the distance 
of the race in which he ran earlier in the 
week. The Britannia Stakes, in which he 
ran here, was run over the old mile, where 
a horse generally has to be well placed com- 
ing into the straight to win. Sea Crag was 
badly off and he had to overcome al! sorts 
of difficulties to work his way through, but 
he did overcome them like a very good 
colt, and then came and beat Covent 
Garden and Oreval by two lengths and the 
same—a performance full of merit. 

The Wokingham was the next race, and 
here Yoho was just favourite from the 
winner of the race two years ago, Capture 
Him. Captain Hogg’s stable, to which 
Lord Glanely sent him not long ago, betted 
freely on Capture Him, and after making all 
the running he was only caught in the last 
twenty yards and beaten a head by Sir 
William Cooke's Skyrocket filly . Hera, 
with Stranathro a short head away, third. 

The race was an almost exact counterpart 
of that for the Hunt Cup in that 
the horses drawn on the stands side had 
all the best of it all the way. Tommy 
Atkins, on the far side, and Nothing Ven- 
ture, drawn near him, were slowly away 
and never had a chance. Yoho and Erizo 
were prominent just behind Capture Him 
a furlong from home, but dropped out. 

We used to think that the draw made 
no difference at Ascot, but this year the 
majority of the winners have come from 
those with the low numbers. We had an 
example of this in the very next race after 
the Wokingham, the King’s Stand Stakes, 
for a horse drawn No. 1 fairly ran away 
with it. 

NEVER BEFORE PLACED. 

This was Chichester Cross, a four-year-old 
half-brother to Priory Fark, who has never 
been placed before, and here beat Grand 
Vixen and Devachon by five lengths and 
two lengths without having ever ‘been headed. 
Dark Lantern was in the field here, and 
was so well away in a false start that he 
would probably have won, but when the 
siarter released them he was none too well 
off. Canfield, who started favourite, had 
every chance, but could never catch the run- 
away winner. 

Chichester Cross was, of course, bred by, 
and is still owned and trained by, the now 
celebrated Chichester butcher, Mr. Charlie 
Howard, an old county cricketer, and a great 
and popular celebrity in Sussex. He has 
only won te races all told, the Molecomb 
Stakes at Goodwood with Priory Park, and 
this race here, one of the big sprints of the 
meeting, with Chichester Cross. 
Mr. Howard has not been well lately, and 
was rot present to witness this remarkable 
guccess at the Royal meeting. I remember 
Chichester Cross showing great speed for six 
furlongs in the Derby last year, and also in 
the ~ pal Cup, but he finished last in the 

wards’ Cup. 

It wil! be seen from a list of the races 
that Chichester Cross has run in, that Mr. 
Howard, although only a very small owner, 
only flies at the highest game, and brings it 
Off, too, on occasions. Chichester Cross, who 
is out of the old flapping mare, C hatham, is 
by Abbot’s Trace, ais a bigger horse, with 
more substance, and better looking, than 
Priory Park. There is nothing much the 
matter with him except that he is blind of 
an eye, and has a curby hock. 

Finglas was started again for the Alex- 
andra Stakes, and this time his jockey was 
orders, and so he 
won very easily from Dakota, odds having 
had to be laid on him. It is not tet i horse 
who, after a hard race in the Gold Cup, 
where he finished second, can come -out the 
day after and win the Alexandra Stakes over 
two miles, six furlongs and 85 yards. 

CANG WARILY FAILS AGAIN. 

This made the second success at the meet- 
ing for horses trained by Mr. Victor Gilpin, 
and he was very unlucky not to have added 
the Gold Cup to his bag. A á late deci- 
gion. was made to run Gang Warily again 
in the last race of the meeting, the Jersey 
Stakes. He did no better than against Royal 
Minstrel on Tuesday, though the company 
“sas much inferior, for, although he was 
prominent for nearly six furlongs, he 
weakened, aud Scintillation headed him. 

Both, however, were run out of it by the 
com lete outsider, Speyside, so the Ring had 
the last word. Speyside had bucked Wragg 
off when going to the post on Wednesday, 
and his number was withdrawn. He is a 
colt by Spion Kop out of Sweet Acre, bred 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Loder, who had shown 
form last year without winning when at 
Clarehaven, out of which he was sold to his 

resent owner. 

Mildly interesting racing is promised to- 
morrow at Windsor, where Captain Boyd 
Rochfort may have a couple of winners— 
FLORIBELLA, whom I take to beat the Sun- 
drella colt in the Nimble Plate, and HUNT- 
ING TOWER, who should win the Marl- 
brough House Stakes. In the Prince of 
Wales's Birthday Handicap Lord Carnarvon's 
MARA is well handicapped and should beat 
Irish Romance, who ran here to- day against 
Sea Crag, and is to be sent on.
